- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by attachment of 
a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does not restrict 
further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concemina the 
substance of the interview.

To claim 18 as presented in the unentered proposed amendment of paper #28: 
In line 4, after "layer", insert -- with a substantially even upper surface- 
In line 6, replace "a surface" with -said surface--, 

In line 25, replace the rest of the claim from "defining" with -extending beyond the line defined by the inner surface of a 
sealant material providing an outer boundary around the circumference of the liquid crystal- The exminer indicated 
this would clearly get beyond references such as JP091600015. 
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
